NEBRASKA CROP BULLETIN

More laln Wounld He Rencficial and
Chinch Hugs Are Damag-
ing W heat,

United States Department of Agriculture,
Nebraska Section, Climate and Crop Serv-
lee of the Weather Bureau, University of
Nebrasks, Lincoln, May 21.—The lust weck
has been warm and dry, with about the
normial amount of sunshine. The dally
mean temperature has aAveraged about W
degreea above the normal., No unusually
high or low temperatures occurred during
the week.

The rainfall has been below normal gen-
erally, The amouni was about or slightly
above one-half inch in a few of the south-
ern ocountles of the southeastern section,
but generally {t was less than 0.30 of an
inch, and in & large part of the northern
and weatern portions of the state it was
lcas than 0.10 of ap Inch.

Wheat, oats and grass continue in good
condition, but in some places lack of
moisture has retarded growth and gen-
erally at the end of the week more rain
would be bencficial to these crops. Chineh
bugs are doing some damage In wheat fnlds
in contral and wesltern counties.  Corn
planting has progressed rapldly and the
bulk of the crop |s now planted In central
and gouthern counties, The early planted
corn ‘s coming up, generally slowly, and
In some instances unevenly. Fruit con-
tinues to promise a good crop. The frosts
of last week did very littie damage gen-
erally, although in some places the fruit
was conslderably Injured,
